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GROWING HYBRID CLEMATIS 


By CHRISTOPHER LLOYD 


SKNEST MAKKHAM was not exaggerating when, in 
4 his book on cl matis, he wrote that ‘with the 
4 probable exception of the Kose, the genus Clematis 
includes the most beautiful and continuous flowering 
climbing plants we posses His assertion is even nearer 
the mark, a8 regards their continuous flowering properties, 
when we consider the large-flowered hybrids on their own 
Every gardener must be aware of the fascination of these 
gorgeous beauties and yet they inspire a kind of nervous 
awe in most; certainly their popularity nowhere nearly 
approaches that of climbing rose 
These fears and difficulties arise, 1 believe, from a 
want of appreciating how to make use of clematis in 
the garden, from not knowing quite where they like to 
be planted and from a very natura) dread of that fell 


disease clemati wilt When | began to grow these 
plants | was so thrilled by them that | would have liked 
to include almost ever iriety in my garden. The chief 


deterrent, even though the garden was large, was in 
not knowing where [| should put them Wall space is 
precious, and there seemed so little available, I felt 
that each clematis must require a special place to itself 

Gradually | discovered how wrong I was, A plant 
ol C, Jachmanii rubra taught me several) lessons. | planted 
it at the foot of a south-facing shed in glaring isolation 
Dime and again this unhappy victim would throw up a 
shoot to a height of a foot or two, only to collapse 
thereafter, suddenly and disappointingly, with wilt, The 
performance wa repeated two or three times a year 
for three years, perhap At last, | moved it to the foot 
of an American pillar rose, trained up a tall chestnut pole 
Ihe clematis never looked back; it rushed up to the top 
of its host and has bloomed abundantly from July 
onwards ever ince for nearly twenty years, without 


a single recurrence of the wilt trouble 


Clemati even these exotic, man-made hybrids 
are sociable plants; they simply do not like special 
places to themsel ve They want to be able to ramble over 


other plant If, then, they are planted where this is 
possible, the axiomatic cultural injunction that clematis 
must have their roots in shade and their tops in sun 
becomes easy to fulfil. When one begins to think of all 
the shrubs in one garden with which it would be nice 
to have clematis associated, it is surprising how the field 
is suddenly enlarged It is the length of one purse 
which becomes the limiting factor 

Moreover these hybrid clematis are not such 
rampant growers that their hosts are likely to be choked 
by them They go with climbing roses best of all, 
whether in the open or against a reasonably sunny wall

Samuel Wyatt's problem was to enlarge 
a modest mid-Georgian house that seems to

AN ALL-SEASONS OIL - 


OST readers will know that it is the 
custom to change to a thinner oil, that 1s 
one with a lower viscosity than that used 


for engine lubrication during the 
\ thinner oil is desirable 


in the summer 
winter months 
the winter because the temperature of a fully 
warmed up Car engine is muc h lower then than 
at the height of the summer. The thinner winter 


during 


oils, which reduce friction when starting from 
cold and during short trips, could not be used 
during the summer months because the tem 


perature of the fully warmed engine would be 
beyond the safe limit of such oils. Although in 
almost all winter conditions it would be quite 
safe to use an oil with a viscosity figure of 
$.A.E.10, most manufacturers suggest 5.A.E.20 
to avoid risk should a long high-speed run be 
done on a warm winter day 

As a result of many years 
tests in both the laboratory 
certain of the major oil Companies are now pro 
ducing flatter temperature 
viscosity curve, which allows the same oil to be 
used throughout the year, the 
same benefit in winter as the thinnest of normal 
oils The term a flat temperature/viscosity 
curve may appear a little frightening at first, 
but it is really simple. The average oil, which 
has a steep temperature viscosity curve, 18 very 
viscous when cold and very fluid when hot, 
whereas this latest oil is as fluid as the thinnest 
oil when cold, but as viscous us the heaviest oil 
when hot The 
The oil will retain its properties at the highest 
working temperatures, while at the same time 
reducing friction when the engine is being started

Not all motorists realise that the type of oil 
used can have an appreciable effect on the fuel 
consumption, and therefore on the running costs 
over a period of time. It requires about one 
hour’s driving before the lubricating oil in an 
engine reaches its highest working temperature 
It follows that the the oil that can 
safely be used the less will be the internal fric 
tion, and the higher will be the proportion of 
fuel being used to drive the car, rather than 
being wasted in churning up excessively thick 
oil. Tests show that at 20 degs. F., an extreme 
temperature in this country, only half the effort 
1s required to turn the engine on this new oil, 
as compared with the thinnest winter grade oil 
previously in use, and that when the engine ts 
turning freely the speed will be 50 per cent

THE PLEASURES OF STONEWALLING 


l is a dry-stone wall, about six feet high, 
| which divides the garden from the wood 
yard. A violent gale in late November tore 
a boat-shaped hole in it, the base of which—not 
much above ground-level-—was wide enough for 
a tall man to lie down in, and the sides of which 
slanted width of some ten or 
twelve feet 
I had watched dry-stone walling being done 
and, having grasped the theory, had long han 
kered after trying my hand at it. So when | 
announced that the wall had blown down, 
1 added that it would be rather fun to try to 
build it up again, I said it as one sometimes

I first cleared away the fallen stones from 
the base of the wall, sorting them roughly 
into two heaps—large and small Then the

leaning and insecure bits that remained had to 
be pulled down so that a good, firm base was 
left to work on and there was no danger of the 
sides’ collapsing further. Then I was ready to 
begin 

I worked slowly, choosing each stone with 
care and constantly reminding myself of the 
principles of building a wall. Each course, or 
layer, must be kept flat, the outer stones, which 
form the wall-face, perfectly flush with the 
course below, and the joints between stones 
should never come directly above each other in 
successive courses, as this weakens the wall 
The middle must be filled up with small stones 
and chips packed in tightly and carefully so 
that all the chinks are filled up and no stone 
will rock or shift if touched. Ashes are helpful 
as a filling, as they will settle in the crevices and 
then set hard, but a good supply of small stones 
should suffice. After laying three or four courses, 
it is advisable to use some stones big enough to 
reach right across the wall, from one face to the 
other, and to repeat this process at intervals 
hese are called tie-stones, as they hold the two 
faces together. A string held taut along the 
length of the wall by two sticks is a useful indi 
cation of the desirable straight line, but in any 
case it is essential to stand back and look from 


afar now and again, as otherwise a slant in the 
line of each layer or in the vertical line of the 
wall-face may become exaggerated. Two or 
three hours’ work without these pauses to take 
stock may be fatal 

Such were the rules that I tried to follow 
lo begin with they did not always work out 
The first two courses were certainly not hori 
zontal, but after that they began to look better 
I sloped the two wall-faces slightly in towards 
each other for greater firmness, but 
realised that | was overdoing it and that if the 
slope continued the top of the wall would be the 
breadth of a hair. So I straightened it out Sut 
the thing was not as difficult as they had told 
me. It was like doing a jigsaw puzzle or packing 
a suitcase, and anyone who can do either can 
certainly build a wall. The point at which I had 
started to build was marked by the abrupt end 
ing of the moss that covered the stones below, 
so that I could measure at a glance how much it 
had grown began.

FALLACIES EXPOSED 


Recently something has happened 
that has loosed upon the newspapers 
a torrent of letters to the Editor, 
some shouting “FEcvasez linfame 
and others asking for tolerance 
Among these latter, several have 
quoted Voltaire’s “I disapprove of 
what you say, but I will defend to the 
death your right to say it Did 
Voltaire say that? Dr. Bergen Evans, 
whose book is mentioned above, says 
no: it is a bad paraphrase by Miss 
S. G. Tallentyre. What he in fact said 
was: “Think for yourself and let 
others enjoy the privilege to do so, 
too As Dr. Evans says, this is 
something different He might 
have given us the French words while 
he was about it. The Oxford Dictionary 
of Quotations, which, with a foreign 
writer, normally gives the original 
language and a translation into Eng 
lish, merely gives the popular version, 
but covers itself with “Attrib. in 
S. G. Tallentyre, The Friends of 
Voltaire 

Well, this question of whether 

Voltaire did or did not write certain 
words has nothing to do with the 
spoor of spooks; nor, indeed, has much 
in Dr. Evans's book. It is mostly an 
exposure of popular errors, few of them 
likely to do anyone much harm. The 
title led me to hope for an examina 
tion of subtler matters. In a passing 
reference to John Wesley the author 
says that “‘ his greatness did not lie in 
the field of scientific observation; he 
was a firm believer in ghosts, polter 
geists and witches.’ Witches have 
vanished with their broomsticks, and 
I have never met anybody who saw a 
ghost. But what about poltergeists 
That is one subject which surely in 
such a book as this should have had 
some attention. What happened in 
Wesley's father’s rectory might well 
dispose John to “ believe’ in polter 
geists, and there is a considerable 
literature of research into the odd 
activities attributed to them Phat 
these activities happen is established 
That scientific observation can 
explain them away has not been 
established A study of what took 
place at Borley Rectory, to name but 
one instance, leaves me untouched by 
Dr. Evans's dismissal of Wesley as a 
man so foolish as to “ believe in polter
